To the Senate aad House of Represen- 


tatives: 
I transmit herewith the report of the 


Civil Service Commission for the year 
ended on the 16th day of January last. 
The exhibit tans made by the report of 
the Commission and the account thus 
presented of the results following the 
execution of the Clill Service law, can- 
not fail to demonstrate its usefulness 
and strengthen the conviction that this 
scheme for reform in the methods of ad- 
ministering the Government is no long- 
er an experiment. Wherever this re- 
form has gained a foothold it has steadi- 
ly advanced in the esteem of taose 
charged with public administrative du- 
ties, while the people who desire good 
government have constantly been con- 
firmed in their high estimate of its value 
aud efficiency. 
With the benefits it has 


already secured to the public service 
plainly apparent, and with its promise 
of increased usefulness easily appreciat- 
ed, this cause is commended to the lib- 
eral care and jealous protection of C»n- 
gress. 


GBOVEB CLEVELAND. 


Tto Senate has decided thut it must 


have the papers. Harrison having de- 
manded a separate vote upon the reso- 
lutions, the first resolution adopting the 
report of the Committee on Judiciary 
was adopted-yeas, 132; nays, 26. The 
second resolution, condemning the re- 
fusal ol the Attorney General to send 
oopies of papers called for by the Senate 
wa».adopted-yeas, 32; nays, 25. The 
question being on the third resolution, 
declaring it to be the duty of the Senate 
to refua* its advice and consent to pro- 
posed removals of officers, documents in 
regard to the supposed misconduct of 
whom are withheld, a vote was taken 
and it was agreed to—yeas, 31); nays, 
29; Mitchell, of Oregon, Hiddleberger 
and Van Wyck voting with the Demo- 
crats. The, fourth resolution, condemn- 
ing the discharge ot ex-Union soldiers 
and the putting in their places of men 
who had rendered no military service 
for the Government, was then voted on 
and agreed to—yeas 56, nays 1 (ilr. 
Morgan). 


The Roman Catholic priests of New 


York have joined in the warfare upon 
the prevailing fashions in woman's un- 
dress at places of public amusement, 
and the Freeman's Journal declares that 
Juvenal's description of the dress of 
Roman matrons in the woist days of 
pagan Borne would almost fit the im- 
modesty of the Christian woman of to- 
day at the Opera House in New York. 
The • Sacramento Bee says it is certain- 
ly true that what Clara Belle calls the 
"low and behold" style ii becoming 
more prevalent every day. We are fast 
coming around again when innocence 
. aud a fig leaf constituted the only cloth- 
ing of n woman. In fact, the innocence 
portion of the garment has already been 
discarded, and the fig leaf may follow 
in short order.

and how fat they have been remedied 
under the new system, based on a free 
open competition of merit. Political 
assessments have been in a considerable 
measure suppressed, solicitations and 
pressure for appointments have been 
greatly limited, the members of Con- 
gress have been relieved from such an- 
noyance. 
Those administering the 


Government have bad their time much 
less taxed by office-seekers than former- 
ly, and have consequently had much 
more time for doing public work. The 
ability to dictate appointments and en- 
force assessments, which has been the 
strength and profit of partisan manipu- 
lators and demagogues, has, the report 
says, been, diminished iii the same de- 
gree that faithful study in schools and 
a good character and reputation in pri- 
vate life have been encouraged and re- 
warded. The report conclude* with the 
statement that the Commission has had 
at all times the support of the President 
and his Cabinet.

On* ol th* spiciest spe*ohes yat de- 


livered in th* Sanat* on th* Edmunds 
resolutions was rendered b» Ingalls, ot 
Kansas, on Friday. 'Th* Ulegraph 
iynopsis is a* follsws; 


Ingalli denied that th* 8*nat« bid 


asked lor th* President'* reasons for 
suspending any one, and that private 
papers had been aaken for. Th* Henate, 
since January 25,1886, bad confirmed 
493 nominations. 
It had again been 


charged that th* Senate was trying to 
keep Republicans in office. Tbe Re- 
publicans of Kansas, Mr. Ingalls said, 
were neither afraid nor ashamed to be 
classed a* Republicans. 
They were 


proud of the achievements ol their party. 
They believed that in all the great meas- 
ures ol th* last quarter ot a century 
tbey w»re right and their opponents 
wrong, and were able to give reason* 
for tbe faith in them. Tbe B»pnblioana 
of Kansat also believed find Ingalls be- 
lieved, that no Republican could hold 
office nnder a Democratic administra- 
tion without either sacrificing bis con- 
viction* or forfeiting his self-respect. 
Accordingly when the, new Administra- 
tion wue iaaugnrotod those who held 
office began to'mak* excuses for retiring 
to private life. He was not one of those 
who believed in non-partisanship in 
politics. After the election Democrats 
expected to get in, and Republican*, to 
get out, but a new genesis had come 
about of late years. A class ot political 
philosophers, who believed that noil- 
partisanship wan a panacea for all the 
evils that affected the Republic; men 
who decried tbe operation 
of the 


"American system," as they called it. 
This new party had been recruited from 
the Republican party. If there was any 


sb«ttti b* no change in officers whtra 
th» irbninbcnts were competent, for 
politic*! reasons, bat they should ba 
permiUtd to. serve their term. Lika 
those that had been grinding at the 
mill, oae had been taken and the others 
left. Borne, Republicans had been sus- 
pended aad others remained. 
What 


was the iiresistable inference? Th* 
login of the aitiation in th*. view of tha 
President's attorneys was that every 
suspended rasa was suspended for oirase 
and not for political reasons. Mr. 
Ingalls alluded to th* celebrated cir- 
cular'issued by thePoitmaster-Genciral, 
characterizing it as "th* most thor- 
oughly degraded, exscrable and detejt- 
abl* pnblio utterance erer mad* by any 
official." 
It was an invitation, ha said, 


to every libeler, every anonymous 
slanderer, scurrilous defamer to pour 
sewerage into th* Poitofflce Depart- 
ment. Th* Postmaster-General's reply 
to the resolution of th* Senate, intro- 
duced by'himaelf (Ingalls), showed that 
8,645 fourth-class Postmasters had been 
removed, in particular, by an Adminis- 
tration pledged to remove men. for caus* 
only. This was twenty-eight removal* 
for every day in tbe year, and counting 
seven boors to a clay's work, it was four 
removals an hour and on* for every 
fifteen minutes of every working day for 
twelvemonths. (.Laughter.] That was 
non-partisan civil service reform. 


Mr. Cockrell inquired how many 


fourth-class Postmasters there wet* in 
th* country. 


Mr. Ingalls did not know. 
Cockrell said then were 60,000, and 


of tho«e only 8,000 had been removed. 


"Well," said Ingalls, "the Adminis- 


tration did the best it could. Ingalls
